As you may know, the American Council for Judaism is dedicated to advancing an in- 
terpretation of Judaism as a religion of universal values, free of nationalistic 
implications, We conduct positive programs in the fields of public affairs, religious 
education and philanthropy as alternatives to the "Jewish" nationalism which Zionism 
seeks to foster in America.

At our I960 Conference we will discuss the 
"de-Zionizing" of Israel's relations with Jews outside Israel, as one step toward a 
just and durable peace in the Middle East, This would advance the long-term interests 
of the United States while assuring the survival and welfare of the people in that 
troubled area.
